Tho will of the Alberta legislature 
with regard to the “Miracle Mile” dev- 
elopment in Edmonton has prot been im- 
plemented by thd Board of Public Utilities 
Commissioners. 

Therefore there is a distinct and press- 
ing burden of responsibility on the Alberta 
government to find some way in which 
the legislature's will may be carried out. 

It was a reckless (or, at least, thought- 
less) step on the part of the legislature 
to set up the two-man Board of Public 
Utilities Commissioners as a court of 
enquiry to determine whether or not the 
Detwiler agreement was of benefit to the 
city of Edmonton. 

The obvious possibility of a stalemate 
within the Board itself was apparently 
not considered at all. The Board was in- 
structed to return an affirmative or neg- 
ative reply to a specific question wit 
regard to the value of the Detwiler plan. 

The Board has not answered that 
question. It has not fulfilled the instruc- 
tions of the legislature. And, clearly, the 
government, the executive and administra- 
tive arm of the legislature, is responsible 
for discovering some means of which this 
duty imposed upon the Board may be 
adequately discharged. , 

A split decision is not a negative deci- 
gion and it is sheer sophistry to pretend 
that it is, 


One commissioner of the Board has 
found that the enterprise is in the best 
interests of Edmonton. The other commis- 
sioner has found that it is not, 

Therefore the Board, as an er.tity, has 
said nothing at all and rendered no deci- 
sion at all and the circumstances are 
exactly as they were before the hearings 
commenced, 

The legislature has ordered certain 
things to be done, 

They have not been done, 

And the pertinent questions now are 
these: 

1, Is the will of the legislature to be 
flouted by the failure of the Board to 
carry out its terms of reference? 

2. Just what does the government 
propose to do about it? 

No proponent of the Detwiler project 
fears an appeal to the burgesses of Ed- 
monton because, no matter what a few 
large property owners may think, the 
home-owners and small property owners 
are thoroughly convinced that the city 
centre will be an immensely profitable 
undertaking for the city as a whole. 

But it seems unfortunate that the city 
should incur the expense, inconvenience 
and delay of a plebiscite merely because 
a government body has failed to do what 
it was ordered to do by the legislature of 
this province. 


Traffic Survey Should Come First 


The city council is emphatically wrong 
to proceed with any expenditure of city 
money on the present high level bridge 
without preceding that expenditure with 
a professional traffic survey to determine 
the importance of the structure in future 
years. 

The taxpayers have already endorsed 
the spending of $1,000,000 on the bridge, 
Another $250,000 is available from other 
sity sources. The provincial government 
has agreed to contribute one-third of the 
total cost. 

Nobody knows today what the cost cf 
converting the structure to four-lane 
vehicular traffic on the top deck may be 
because, as council itself has admitted, 
increased costs and the shortage of steel 
have made the entire project uncertain, 

Therefore, up to four or five million 
dollars conceivably could be tied up in 
tinkering with a bridge that, for all 
Edmonton taxpayers know, may become 
comparatively useless should traffic trends 
change in the next few years. 

Something of the kind must have been 
in the mind of Acting Mayor Hanna when 
he refused to support Monday’s council 
resolution on the ground that no alterna- 


tive proposal for another bridge had been 
included, 

In other words, there must have been 
a serious doubt in his mind, as there is 
doubt in many citizens’ minds, of the 
continued usefulness of the high level 
bridge—at any rate, to the extent of four 
million dollars worth. 

Town Planner Noel Dant has expressed 
himself as being completely in favor of a 
professional traffic surve

explicable to many that Mr. Dant has not 
insisted upon a traffic survey preceding 
any decisions on the high level bridge. 

It is true that traffic counts have been 
made on the bridge and elsewhere. 

Traffic counts are not a traffic survey 
or anything like a traffic survey. 

Traffic surveys deal with the origins 
and destinations of traffic which cannot 
possibly be determined by mere traffic 
counts. 

It would be a tragic waste of public 
money to proceed with this expenditure 
without a complete, professional traffic 
survey. 

It is surprising that Mr. Dant has not 
emphatically pointed this out to council.

ing with autumn, and around the 
rim of Montreal and on down 
the north bank of the broad St. 
Lawrence—has been by far the 
most stimulating hop in our 
COast-to-coast graass-hoppering. 


Reminiscent 
Of Real France 


To come suddenly around a 
bend and see ahead of you the 
high white nulk of a freighter 
steaming up-river past squat 
lighthouses, to look down in a 
rolling green valley at villages so 
reminiscent of the real France 
with silver spires standing in 
thick foliage, to see so much ac- 
tivity along the borders of the 
road, after thousands of miles of 
an apparently empty land—all 
this (and a suddenly bilingual 
car radio) is a travellers’ tonic. 

You lightly ponder the age-old 
arguments of “French” versus 
“English” Canada and on the evi- 
dence of mood alone favor his- 
tory with a happy nod. Unity, 
hell. Vive la difference! 

We had a late start from Otta- 
wa, perhaps because we felt a re- 
luctance about leaving, No city 
of my acquaintance, except pos- 
sibly Paris, reacts as girlishly to 
a crisp, early autumn day as the 
capital and, rolling past the Par- 
liament buildings, we felt bound 
to pause for a last lingering look. 

Then across the bridge and 
through the red brick town of 
Hull (no longer the Casbah of Ot- 
tawa since Ontario introduced its 
cocktail bars) and then we were 
truly in Quebec. 


Half Populace 
Being Married 

It was Saturday and it seemed 
that half of French Canada was 
being married. In our first hun- 
dred miles we passed a dozen 
wedding parties, the cars bedeck- 


ed with white ribbons and with 
heavy hands on their klaxons, . 

In many eases they were dis- 
obeying the signs and definitely 
“stationnez sur le pavage,” toast- 
ing the bride or groom in beer 
from green botties and vaving 
gaily at the passers-by, 

For us it was a delight to see 
so uch animation and vitality 
along the way, 

On we rolled through the tall 
corn fields, past the white crosses 
standing on the ghoulders of the 
road, swinging north into the fur- 
ry green foothills of the Lauren- 
tians, ‘then down by the river 
where a half dozen cays stood up 
to their running boards in the St, 
Lawrence, like cattle, while their 
owners washed them, now climb- 
ing through the narrow streets of 
a town. 


Close-Up Of 
Home Lives 


These towns are a constant de- 
light, since the highway narrows 
through them, aslit must and the 
traveller gets a close-up of people 
living as he does nowhere else in 
Canada. 

The low, open porches of an- 
cient, orderly houses are like or- 
chestra seats virtually over-hang- 
ing the pavement and the driver 
passes through rows of spectators 
answering stare for curious stare 
until his car squirts out the other 
side into open country again. 

In such a dash you come no 
nearer to getting a real feeling 
for French Canada than you 
would in an aircraft, but it will 
leave an affection that is the basis 
of friendship. 

We're parked tonight at Ste. 
Foy, just a couple of iniles out- 
side of Quebec and looking across 
a long valley in which the lights 
of five small towns are twinkling.

It was dark when we arrived 
and the proprietor of the auto 
camp we selected spoke about as 
much English as we speak of his 
language. I could tell the fellow 
I was feeling very well in the gar- 
den of my aunt, but when it came 
to a discussion about finding a 
place for the trailer we had noth- 
ing between us but good-will. 

After much hilarious talk and 
sign language he got us down on 
a smal! ledge of grass overhang- 
ing the valley, but with absolutely 
no way of ever getting out short 
of turning the caravan about by 
hand. Still it is so pleasant to 
be here and to know that the 
wonders of Quebec are waiting to 
be explored I will cross that 
bridge when we come to it.
